Top officer faces

The attorney general has recom- 
mended that legal action be taken 
against the 1DFV chief paratroop 
and infantry officer, Tat-AIaf Yit- 
zhak Mordechai-, for his part in the 
capture of the two terrorists who 
died in custody after bping led off a 
hijacked Egged bus in the Gaza strip 
last year. 

The recommendation was made 
on the basis of the findings of the 
commission of inquiry set up to 
probe the circumstances surrround- 
ing the incident. This found that 
while it could not be established that 
Tat- Aluf Mordechai was directly re- 
sponsible for the death of the two 
captured hijackers, there was prima 
facie evidence that he had struck 
them with his pistol. 

This, the commission said, had led 
it to conclude that there .were 
^grounds to suspect that Tat-Aluf 
Mordechai mig ht be guilty of “the 
offences of causing grievous bodily 
harm under the penal code and of 
unbecoming conduct under the 
military justice law.” 

The commission also found that 
there was prima facie evidence of 
similar offences committed by five 
members of the General Security 
services, three members of the 
police and three soldiers. 


Attorney-General Yitzhak 7 -amir 
made it plain in his letter to State 
Attorney Yona Blatman yesterday 
that ‘‘not even the special circumst- 
ances of the situation justify airh 
behaviour, and for that reason, legal 
steps will be taken in accord- 
ance with the evidence to be unco- 
vered in the investigation against 
those suspected of unlawful be- 
haviour.” 

He went on to note that he was 
transferring the report to the judge 
advocate genera] “so that he can 
take the necessary legal steps.” 

Military sources indicated last 
. night that Tat-Aluf Mordechai 
would face a disciplinary court 
rather than be court-martiaDed. 

The terrorists were among fouT 
who had hijacked Egged bus No .300 
on the way to Ashkelon in April last 
year. Their two fellow hijackers 
were killed when security forces, led 
by Tat-Aluf Mordechai, stormed the 
bus near Deir al-Balah in the Gaza 
strip. An Israeli woman soldier, who 
was.a passenger in the bus, was also 
killed. 

The controversy over the fate of 
the two terrorists not killed in the 
original storming erupted after the.

Peres and Shamir cool 
their Taba dispute

Material on the history of the 
Taba dispute between Israel and 
Egypt, researched by the Defence 
Ministry, does not contain any facts 
which the Foreign Ministry did not 
already have, it emerged from a 
90-minute meeting at the Prime 
Minister’s Office yesterday evening. . 

Nevertheless, Tat-Aluf (Res) Uri 
Talmor, who amassed the material 
for Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin, continued ,to assert that 
Israel would have “a reasonable 
chance” of winning its case over the 
Taba zone, in any international 
arbitration. 

Prime Minister Shimon Peres cal- ’ 
led the meeting, which was attended 
by Vice Premier and Foreign Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Shamir, Rabin, and 


Minister without Portfolio Ezer 
Weizman. All four brought along 
aides and experts. 

Both Peres and Shamir made a 
point of being amiable and cour- 
teous towards each other, and at one 
point Peres advised Shamir not to 
pay too much attention to “what the 
papers are writing.” This was taken 
to be a reference to predictions that 
Peres would force a coalition crisis 
over the arbitration proposal. 

Both Peres and Shamir left the 
clear impression that they sought to 
avoid a clash, or at least postpone it. 

Peres is due to present at today’s 
meeting of the inner cabinet his 
proposal that Israel go to arbitration 
(as Egypt has long demanded). The 
inner cabinet is not likely to com- 
plete its discussion on the con-

101 Shi’ite prisoners freed

The Israel Defence Forces yester- 
day released 101 prisoners, mostly 
Shi’ites. from the Adit detention 
centre. The freed prisoners were 
taken north of the security zone in 
South Lebanon and handed over to 
representatives of the International 
Red Cross. 

The prisoners, captured by the 
IDF in South Lebanon, were among 
those whose freedom had been de- 
manded by Shi’ites who held Amer- 


ican hostages for 17 days after hi- 
jacking a TWA jet in June; Israel 
rejected the demands and said it 
would free the inmates gradually in 
accordance with the security situa- 
tion in South Lebanon. 

The latest group, which also in- 
cluded some Palestinians, is the third 
to be freed since the hijacking. Ab- 
out 230 now remain at Atlit. 

The prisoners were among 1,200 
Lebanese and Palestinians transfer-

Peres: Syria holds missing Druse soldier

Prime Minister Shimon Peres said 
yesterday that the IDF soldier Samir 
Asad, a Druse from Galilee, is in 
captivity in Damascus in the hands of 
the Palestinian terrorist splinter 
group led by Naif Hawatmeh. 

Peres told a group of families of 
IDF soldiers, missing since the fight- 
ing in Lebanon, that Israel bolds 
Syria responsible for the fate of all 
die missing men. 

Zvi Feldman, Zechariah Baumel 
and Yehuda Katz were all reported 


missing after a battle near Sultan 
Yaakoub in the central sector, while 
Asad was seized near Sidon, Peres 
noted. He reported to the families of 
the missing soldiers on the efforts 
being made to find out more about 
the fete of the men. 

Peres said that Syria, which con- 
trolled the Sultan Yaakoub sector 
during the actual fighting, still con- 
trols it today. The Syrian refusal to 
take any action to help clear the 
matter up is an affront to the free 
world, Peres said. 


Honduras to open embassy in Tel Aviv

Shultz continues to rule out talks with PLO 

U.S. seeks to allay 
fears about Murphy

U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz tried yesterday to allay 
Israel’s anxiety over the current visit 
to Amman of his Assistant Secretary 
Richard Murphy, and gave an expli- 
cit undertaking that Murphy would 
not meet a Jordanian-Palestinian de- 
legation there now without the prior 
assurance that direct negotiations 
with the participation of Israel would 
follow. 

Shultz sent this promise to Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres in a verbal 
message carried by U.S. Ambassa- 
dor Thomas Pickering. 

Shultz assured Peres that the U.S. 
intention in such a meeting, if held, 
would not be to grant the PLO . 
recognition. The U.S. position con- 
tinues to rule out any negotiations 
with the PLO, Shultz said. 

Peres asked Pickering to tell 
Shultz Israel absolutely objects to 


any conversations between the U.S. 
and a joint PaJestinian-Jordan de- 
legation. 

The PLO must abandon the path 
of terrorism. Peres said. 

Pickering, who also called on Vice 
Premier and Foreign Minister Yit- 
zhak Shamir, told Shamir that Mur- 
phy’s main aim in Amman would be 
to clarify the position of King Hus- 
sein with regard to the composition 
and role of the joint delegation. 
Pickering said that a meeting be- 
tween Murphy ancj the joint delega- 
tion was in the realm of possibility. 

The ambassador said that the U.S. 
adhered to the principle that the only 
useful negotiations would be direct 
negotiations with Israeli participa- 
tion. In any case, he said, American 
recognition of the PLO depended on 
various commitments which that 
organization had not given. 

Shamir pointed out that a possible 
meeting by Murphy, to which Israel 


was completely opposed, could 
harm the Middle East peace process 
and impede Israel-Arab relations. 
Israel was unable to understand 
what Murphy could possibly be clar- 
ifying in Amman, he said, when 
everything was crystal clear. 

Pickering promised Shamir that 
Israel would be briefed about every 
aspect of Murphy's visit to Axnmaq. 

He also conveyed Shultz's apolo- 
gies for a statement attributed to a 
senior U.S. official on Monday in 
Washington alleging that Shamir’s 
views about the Murphy visit did not 
represent the views of the govern- 
ment of Israel. The official's remarks 
had been distorted and quoted out of 
context, Pickering said, and the offi- 
cial had no such intention. 

The Israeli ambassador in 
Washington, Meir Rosenne, heard 
yesterday from Shultz that Murphy 
would probably not see the Jordan-

Murphy in Amman, to meet Jordan FM 


AMMAN (AP). - Assistant U.S. 
Secretary of State Richard Murphy 
arrived in Amman last night, and 
was expected to meet with Jordanian 
Foreign Minister Taher Masri. 

Murphy’s visit is part of the U.S. 
attempt to advance King Hussein’s 
Middle East peace drive, but Amer- 
ican officials in Washington have 
assured Israel be would not agree to 
a key Jordanian goal - U.S. recogni- 
tion of the PLO. 

Hussein and Prime Minister ZaiH 
Rifai returned to Jordan late last 
night following a vacation in Spain, 
and are likely to meet the American 
envoy later in his visit. 

Masri has said he hopes the visit 


will lead to a meeting with a 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation. 

An American official said Murphy 
mighr meet with such a delegation, 
but only if it leads to direct negotia- 
tions between Israel and its Arab 
neighbours. (See story above.) 

The U.S. official, speaking in 
Washington Monday, said Murphy 
would discuss arrangements for such 
a meeting and that no decision to go 
forward has been made . 

The official said the Americans 
and Jordanians need to work out two 
major differences - who should rep- 
resent the Palestinians and what son 
of international involvement, if any. 
there should be in the peace process. 

Jordan insists that die PLO is the 


only representative of the Palesti- 
nians and says it will not negotiate 
without the PLO. 

Jordan also wants a peace confer- 
ence involving the five permanent 
members of theU.N. Security Coun- 
cil- including the Soviet Union -and 
wants all the involved parties to the 
Arab- Israeli conflict to take pan. 

The Americans want direct Arab- 
Israeli talks. 

Murphy also plans to visit Egypt 
and Israel, and possibly other coun- 
tries in the regi on. 

Meanwhile, Yasser Arafat arrived 
in Amman from North Yemen Mon- 
day night on his first visit here since 
the Arab summit talks in Casablanca 
last week, Palestinian officials said. 


Court denies ‘key political figure’ involved 

Judge warns of land fraud fallout

TEL AVIV. - If the suspicions con- 
cerning the fraudulent West Bank 
land sales are substantiated, this 
could be an extremely severe affair 
whose implications far transcend the 
criminal proceedings. Magistrate 
Court Judge Binyamin Kohelet said 
yesterday, in extending the remand 
of one suspect in the affair, Michael 
Oren, by 10 days. 

But in the District Court here, • 
Judge Uri Strosman, hearing a bail 
appeal by two other suspects in the 
alleged frauds, denied defence attor- 
ney Menachem Rubinstein’s allega- 
tion on Sunday that “a key political 
figure” was involved. 

“The key figure mentioned by the 
defence attorney is not a major fi- 
gure, is not senior and is not a 
candidate for election." Strosman 
said. 

He added that according to the 
material presented to him, the sus- 
pects, Avraham Salim and 


Yehoshua Mizrahi, had tried to 
reach senior figures, probably to 
obtain their support. 

Salim and Mizrahi were remanded 
for a further 15 days by the district 
court. They, together with Oren. are 
suspected of large-scale forgery of 
Arab landowners’ signatures, used 
for land sales in the West Bank. 

According to the suspects' attor- 
neys, the three are merely “small 
fry” in the land sales scandal . behind 
which political figures, eager to “re- 
deem" lands in Judea and Samaria 
by any means, are believed to have 
been pulling the strings. 

If the figures responsible for the 
affair are exposed, a major political 
scandal would erupt, the defence 
attorneys have claimed. 

The attorneys maintain that a cer- 
tain senior political figure, whose 
name was given Judge Strosman on a 
piece of paper Sunday, has remained 
untouched by the police, while their 
clients are being held by the police in 
order to “squeeze” statements out of 
them. These statements, the police 


hope, will lead them to the key 
figures in the affair, the attorneys 
say. 

But prosecutor Rahel Shiber said 
that while grave suspicions concern- 
ing the “senior figure” exist, the 
police have sufficient evidence 
against him, so linking him to the 
affair is not the reason for the sus- 
pects' continued detention. 

Strosman rejected the suspects’ 
appeal for release on bail, stating 
that the police investigation has 
clearly shown a connection between 
the suspects and the forgery of docu- 
ments. The suspects’ isolation, 
therefore, is important to the inves- 
tigation, he said. 

The Knesset control committee 
yesterday resolved to summon to its 
next meeting the chief of police, the 
governor of the Bank of Israel and 
Plia Albeck, of the Justice Ministry, 
to explain why they had taken no 
action on the State Comptroller’s 
findings several months ago of im- 
proper land deals in the adminis- 
tered areas. 


Police probing large-scale land frauds 


Despite indications yesterday in 
the Tel Aviv District Court that the ‘ 
case involving two Bat Yam suspects 
will not lead investigators to a 
“senior political personality,” the 
case has directed attention to several 
police investigations into suspected 
corruption in West Bank land deals. 

Nearly three years ago Assistant 
Commander Shlomo Gal, a member 
of the police’s most elite investiga- 
tive force, the serious crimes divi- 
sion, was asked to collate informa- 
tion, intelligence reports and specific 
complaints about fraudulent deals. 

Many of the estimated 200 com- 
plaints eventually collected by Gal 
came from Arabs, who claimed that 
their signatures were forged on land- 
sale documents, or that their lands 
had been extorted through force or 
threats. 

Other complaints came from 
Israeli Jews who pnt down tens of 
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thousands of dollars to buy plots of 
West Bank land in planned settle- 
ments, only to discover that the land 
was not legally owned by the con- 
tractor who sold them the property. 

Dozens of other tips, rumours and 
bits of information concerning the 
activities of West Bank settlement 
officials also found their way to Gal’s 
report. 

Gal handed the bulging file of 
information, intelligence and com- 
plaints over to then Inspector- 
General Arye Ivtzan, who at 
Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir's 


recommendation, asked the serious 
crimes division to create a special 
squad to investigate West Bank land 
deals. 

But once the files - several 
looseleaf notebooks and cardboard 
boxes containing, documents and 
written reports - were handed over 
to Ivtzan. they went no further. 

The former inspector general was 
unavailable for comment yesterday, 
but reliable police sources said that 
the problem was the lack of person- 
nel available to turn the files into 
prosecutable cases. 

Only in the last six months has the 
special unit been able to begin many 
of the investigations that police 
sources concede should have begun 
once Gal finished his pan of the job.

Corfu demands Egged study rash of accidents

TEL AVIV. - Transport Minister 
Haim Corfu has ordered the Con- 
troller of Road Transport Pmhas 
Ben Shaul to demand from Egged a 
full-scale investigation of the recent 
alarming rise in accidents involving 
buses. 

Early yesterday morning a bus 
crowded with passengers turned 
over injuring 47 passengers, one 
seriously, on the Dimona-Eilat road 
(details - page 3). 

This is the third serious bus acci- 
dent within a short period. Last 
week two buses collided in Rishon 
LeZion. injuring 55 passengers, and 
two months ago a collision between a 


bus and a train near Moshav Habo- 
nim resulted in the death of 22 
persons, most of them school- 
children. 

Eitan Ben- Yehoshua, the head of 
the traffic department at National 
Police Headquarters told The 
Jerusalem Post that he believes these 
accidents were isolated incidents, 
and that the public should not rush to 
pass judgement or blame Egged in 
general. “All-in-all their drivers are 
professional. What I'm hoping is 
that in the wake of this recent spate 
of accidents Egged will re-check 
their training and traffic inspection 
department, specifically to ensure 
that the drivers on long lines like the 
one to Eilat drive according to reg- 


ulations and in a professional man- 
ner." 

Egged spokesman Gideon Talmor 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday 
that he believes Egged’s secretariat 
will decide to review the activities of 
the training and inspection depart- 
ments at its next meeting on Sunday. 
He said the training of the drivers is 
of a high standard, but that what has 
to be checked is whether everything 
learned is implemented, and if all the 
road safety laws, and internal Egged 
rules, are being carried out by the 
drivers. “We have a heavy responsi- 
bility and must therefore be very 
carehil. Every time a traffic accident 
occurs involving a bus, there are 
dozens of casualties."

He also 
said he welcomed the minister's 
agreement to create a roof commit- 
tee of government and union repre- 
sentatives to review dismissals and 
restore jobs to full-time, tenured 
teachers. 

Welber said he anticipated that 
schools would open on time in 
September. 


Beni vows to retaliate 
for attacks by Christians 


BEIRUT (AP). - Shi'itc Moslem 
leader Nabih Berri. Lebanon's jus- 
tice minister, vowed yesterday to 
“punish" Christian units of the 
Lebanese Army after they pounded 
Moslem militias with tank fire in a 
pre-dawn battle along Beirut's divid- 
ing green line. 

As Christian and Moslem gunners 
lobbed shells into each other's sec- 
tors for the third straight day of 
sectarian fighting. Berri renewed de- 
mands that Christian President 
Amin Jemayel and his splintered 
government resign. 

Police reported that two Moslems 
were killed and three wounded when 
Army tanks fired on grenade-hurling 
Moslem militiamen on the green 
line. 

Police added that one person was 
killed and several wounded in 
apparently random shelling of re- 
sidential neighbourhoods later. At 


least 2H people have been killed and 
140 wounded since early Saturday in 
the heaviest fighting for two months. 

Beni's threat appeared to signal 
further sectarian clashes in Beirut 
that have shredded a Syrian- 
sponsored peace plan. 

The Shi'ite leader warned Satur- 
day. “Either this regime dies or aD 
of Lebanon will.” Ex-prcadem Sulei- 
man Franjich. a Christian, retorted 
that Bern “ has gone too far... not 
Berri or those more powerful than 
him can succeed in killing Leba- 
non.’’ 

Jemayel. after telephone con- 
sultations with Syrian Vice President 
Abdel- Halim Khaddam. summoned 
Christian leaders to discuss ways to 
hail the bloodletting and revive 
Lebanon's paralyzed government. 

But there appeared little hope of 
any immediate political break- 
through to halt the fighting. 


Unifil complains of Israeli A- A fire 


TYRE (Reuter). - Israeli anti- 
aircraft fire disrupted helicopter 
traffic over the headquarters of UN 
peacekeeping forces in South Leba- 
non Monday, a UN spokesman 
alleged yesterday. 

Israeli gunners opened up without 


warning over the border village of 
Nakura and the adjacent headquar- 
ters of Unifil, spokesman 'limor 
Gokscl said. 

The firing, apparently part of an 
air defence exercise, lasted half an 
hour and caused nocasualties. • - 


UN fund rids itself of South African interests 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). - The 
huge UN pension fund, under press- 
ure from Secretary-General Javier 
Peres de Cuellar, has completed a 
drive to rid itself of all shares in 
companies doing business with 
South Africa, (JN spokesman Joe 
Sills announced yesterday. 


He told reporters that the S4 bil- 
lion fund had “no remaining in- 
terests in companies which have op- 
erations in South Africa.” 


The fund’s indirect financial tie 
with white-ruled South Africa was 
being attacked by black African de- 
legates in the lH-nation UN Special 
Committee against Apartheid while 
the divestiture announcement was 
being made at a press briefing one 
floor above. 

The acting committee chairman. 
Ambassador Serge Charles of Haiti, 
said afterwards that he was pleased 
to learn that th.e UN had rid itself of a 
“very embarrassing situation." 


U.S. told to pay $1.25m. after 
four die in unpredicted storm 


BOSTON (AP). - A judge has 
ordered the U.S. government to pay 
SI. 25 million to the families of four 
lobstermun lost at sea during a fierce 
storm that the National Weather 
Service failed to predict. 

Monday's award by U.S. District 
Judge Joseph Tauro came eight 
months after he ruled the weather 
service and its parent agency, the 
National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration, were liable for the 
deaths for failing io repair a weather 
buoy for three months. 

He said that if the buoy's instru- 
ments had been working it might 
have helped the NWS predict the 
JVWJ storm that, according to trial 
testimony, produced 18-metre 
waves and 160 kph winds and caught 
the fishermen by surprise. 

“We're obviously disappointed in 
that decision and we do not feel that 
there was any negligence on the part 
of the National Weather Service," 
said a spokesman. “We plan no 
specific changes in our operating 
procedure and we definitely will 
appeal.... There's no question about 
that.” 

Gary Brown, 25, William Gamas, 
30, David Berry, 20, and Robert 


Thayer, 22, are presumed to have 
died on November 22, 1980. The 
men had set out from Cape Cod in 
fair weather the day before for a 
week of lobstering on Georges 
Bank, a rich fishing area off the 
Massachusetts coast. 

David Hutchinson, a Justice De- 
partment attorney who represented 
the weather agency, had argued that 
the weather service provides fore- 
casts as a public service and has no 
liability if they turn out to be wrong. 
He also claimed the storm came up 
so quickly that it could not have been 
predicted when the fishermen went 
out. 

The judge had ruled that the ser- 
vice was unable to get a complete 
picture of the weather on Georges 
Bank because of malfunctioning 
wind sensors on a key weather buoy. 


AMNESTY. - The South Korean 
Justice Ministry yesterday 
announced a special amnesty for 697 
exemplary prisoners on the 40th 
anniversary of Korea's liberation 
from Japan’s colonial rule, but poli- 
tical prisoners were not included in 
the amnesty. 


Uganda rebels ready to march on Kampala 


KAMPALA < Reuter). - Uganda's 
most powerful rebel group has 
seized control of Musaku. the coun- 
try’s third-largcst town, travellers 
reluming from the area said yester- 
day. 

They said rebels of the National 
.Resistance Army (NRA) overran 
Musaka, 130 km. south-west of 
Kampala., late Monday and it 
apeared that the guerrillas were pre- 
paring in mureh on the Ugandan 
capital. 

The travellers said the rebels met 
no resistance when they moved into 
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Musaka, on a key road to the border 
with Zaire and Rwanda. Army units 
fled without fighting, they reported. 

Meanwhile, peace talks between 
Uganda’s new military rulers and the 
NRA failed to take place as sche- 
duled here yesterday, holding out 
the prospect of more bloodshed in 
the country. 

Uganda’s new military strongman 
Lt.-CJen. Tito Okello, flew into the 
Tanzanian capital and had talks with 
President Julius Nyerere, but he 
failed to meet menttere of the NRA, 
officials said. 

Tlic NRA, which fought a four- 
year war against the man Okello 
deposed, President Mi ton Obotc, 
issued no statement on its failure to 
lake purl in the talks, either in Tan- 
zania or through spokesmen in 
neighbouring Kenya. 

But the NRA, ied by Marxist 


Yoweri Museveni, had said that it 
would only meet Okello if it was 
agreed that he came as head of the 
army, not as head of state, a position 
he assumed after the July 27 coup. 

Okello announced on Saturday 
that the talks would be held in Tan- 
zania yesterday, but Western diplo- 
mats in Tanzania and in the Ugan- 
dan capital, Kampala, were sceptic- 
al. 


They said that Museveni appeared 
to be convinced that he had the 
military support and experience to 
bargain fur a large say in the ruling 
Military Council and cabinet estab 7 
fished by Okello.

In order to overcome Shortage’ 

Abie to sell cancer drugs 
at cost price to pharmacies

The Abie pharmaceutical firm 
announced yesterday it would supp- 
ly anti-cancer drugs- at. cost to the 
country's pharmacies because of a 
reported shortage of the drugs due to 
the budget crisis in the health sys- 
tem. 

Abie general manager Efi Admoni 
told The Jerusalem Post that the 
decision is a response to a report 
broadcast cm Israel Television's Mon- 
day evening newsreel. “We saw a 
poor little boy. suffering from can- 
cer. sitting in a wheelchair in Beilin- 
son Hospital." recalled Admo- 
ni.“The hospital director said they 
were running out of the anti-cancer 
drugs and the boy would have to get 
the drugs in a pharmacy or die." 

Abie immediately resolved to en- 
sure there would be no shortage of 
the life-saving drugs in pharmacies, 
even though they are usually admi- 
nistered only in hospitals. 


However. Beilinson prohably 
does not have to worry about a 
shortage; as a Kupat Holim hospital, 
it gets its - drugs from the health 
fund's Supply Administration, a cen- 
tral clearinghouse that services its 
entire network of clinics, pharmacies 
and hospitals. 

According to Abie, the Kupat 
Holim Supply Administration has a 
ftiU stock of Adriamycin and Abipia- 
tin. which is renewed on a monthly 
basis and which was recently resup- 
plied as usual. 

Admoni told The Post his com- 
pany had agreed with the Pharma- 
cists Association to supply the drugs 
Adriamycin and Abiplatin for one 
month at cost, to be sold without 
markup. These drugs are used in 
approximately 70 per cent of che- 
motherapy for cancer. 

The Histadrut's health fund and 
the Health Ministry - are involved in a 
dispute concerning the funding of 
health services.

CRM, Mapam to begin talks on establishing electoral bloc

TEL AVIV. - The Citizens Rights 
Movement and Mapam will next 
week open a series of talks with an 
eye to establishing a federation or a 
united electoral bloc of the Zionist 
parties left of Labour. 

A decision in favour of such talks 
was reached earlier this week in a 
CRM caucus at MK Shulamit Aki- 
m's home. The go-ahead will now 
mean that teams from both parties 
will meet next week to deliberate 
such issues as Israel's peace policy, 
economics, relations with Labour 
and social ideology. . 

The idea is not to actually merge 
both parties but to create a leftist list 
which could attract small leftist orga- 


nizations. such as Peace Now. which 
have no clear partisan affiliation. - 

However, the path to. such ah 
electoral bloc does not seem smooth, ' 
and there is some opposition in both 
parties. Thus the CRM is talking 
about a federation which would un- 
ite all those forces in Israel who wish 
to “extricate the country from the 
malignancy of continuing occupa- 
tion of the territories and who are 
ready to defend Israeli democracy 
against the Right." 

Nevertheless, this formula is un- 
satisfactory to many in Mapam. 
especially in Kibbutz Artzi. who in- 
sist that the bloc be socialist .first and 
foremost. Since not all in the.CRM 
are socialists, this is a very serious 


stumbling block. Mapam in fact is 
insisting that the attitude to social- 
ism be placed high on the agenda of 
the talks. 

In the CRM. on the other hand, 
there are some who warn against the 
'‘heavy historical burden which 
Mapam would impose on the list.” 
The fear in the CRM is that Mapam 
would put an end to the CRM's 
pluralism. 

One issue not alluded to im- 
mediately. but potentially divisive, is 
who would head such a united list. 
Mapam politicians already say pri- 
vately that the primacy naturally 
belongs to them since they, are the 
larger Knesset faction. 

The CRM, however, maintains 


that the size of the present Mapam 
Knesset faction is irrelevant since 
these are Knesset seats Mapam did 
not win on its own but as part of the 
Alignment with Labour. 

In fact, political observers note 
that both parties may be forced into 
considering electoral cooperation b> 
increasing talk in die large parties of 
raising the entry threshold into the 
Knesset. This is clearly dangerous 
for Mapam. which is doing very 
poorly in the polls and is promised 
only a single Knesset seat, given 
today's low threshold. The CRM 
fares better in the polls, but the 
marginal error .possible in them 
could put it in a dangerous position 
as well.

red to Israel from the Ansar prison 
camp *in • South Lebanon last’ April, 
shortly before the IDF pulled back' 
from that section of Lebanon. Most 
of the prisoners were picked up in 
search-and-arrest raids following an 
upsurge in terrorist activity prior to 
the pullback. 

The men came out of the jail, at 
the double, at 8:10 a.m. and by 9 
a.m. the buses had left for the Rosb 
Hanikra frontier post. 

They held their hands behind their 
necks, apparently on orders of the 
jailers to prevent them giving the 
V" for victory sign to the small 
group of Israel and foreign newsmen 
who had come to report the release. 
They were not allowed to speak to 
the prisoners. 


The prisoners were dressed in blue 
track suits, sandals or sports shoes 
and.many had grown betyds. 

After they boarded the three wait- 
ing buses, the prisoners' hands were 
manacled with throw-away plastic 
handcuffs. . 

' In Tyre, the prisoners, some of 
them brandishing automatic rifles 
and shaking clenched fists, got a 
hero's welcome, AP reported. 

The men vowed to “attack, 
attack, attack” Israel. 

But not all the prisoners were 
hailed as heroes as they paraded 
through the streets of Tyre. One 
man, who was not identified, was 
dragged from a bus, beaten and 
bundled into a grey Mercedes and 
driven to an undisclosed destination. 
He was believed to have cooperated 
with Israel.

However Shmuei 
Meidad. who fives in Tel Rumeida, 
said he was there as a guest and had a 
right to be there. He sat down on the 
floor, but four soldiers picked him 
up and carried him to the door where 
he promised to leave quietly. 

Military sources said later the men 
in the group will be charged with 
breaking the curfew.

among others, by Tat-Aluf- Mor- 
dechai. 

A commission of inquiry set up to 
Investigate thV incident, headed by. 
State Attorney Blatman, submined 
its findings to Prof. Zamir last week. 

Hie evidence taken by the com- 
mission showed that the two terror- 
ists were hit on their heads inside the 
bus during the storming by the 
assault force, “with the aim of stun- 
ning them and preventing any dan- 
ger of their causing harm." 

After they were taken off the bus, 
the two terrorists were led to a site 
nearby where they were interro- 
gated. On the way to the interroga- 
tion site and during the interrogation 
itsdf,“tbe terrorists were beaten, with 
weapons, slaps and kicks by persons 
who were gathered around them,” 
the commission found. 

The two terrorists died after being 
evacuated from the scene and before 
arriving at the hospital in Ashkelon, 
it concluded. 

On the crucial point of whether or 
not Tat-Aluf Mordechai was directly 
responsible for the death of the two 
terrorists, through the blows he had 
struck with his pistol, the commis- 
sion wrote: 

“(A) In view of the medical opin- 
ions that the death of the two terror- 
ists had happened as a result of blows 
to the head delivered with blunt 
instruments, the investigative team 
examined whether a circumstantial 
link could be proven between the 
blows - which according to the evi- 
dence were delivered by a pistol held 
by Tat-Aluf Mordechai - and the 
death of the terrorists. 

"(B) The evidence, including the 
physicians 1 opinions, does not per- 
mit a determination as to which 
blows of those dealt the two terror- 
ists were the ones to cause death - 
particularly in view of the fact that 
most of the medical experts were of 
the opinion that death was ultimate- 
ly caused as a result of the hard blows 


dealt the terrorists at the stage when 
the bus was stormed. 

“(C) Based on the materia! placed 


before the investigative commission ; 
itter, the team is of the 


on this matter 
opinion that no circumstantial fink 
can be proven between a blow or 
certain blows and the death of the 
two terrorists, and therefore the 
team came to the conclusion that 
Tat-Aluf Mordechai cannot be held 
responsible for the death of the two 
terrorists. 

“(D) Nevertheless, the investiga- 
tive team did come to the conclusion 
that there is prima facie evidence 
against Tat-Aluf Mordechai of com- 
mission of the offences of grievous 
bodily harm under the penal code 
and of unbecoming conduct under 
the military justice law.

The IDF spokesman declined to 
comment on the attorney-general's 
report last night, saying only that the 
judge advocate general had received 
.the material, was studying it, and . 
would make a decision according to * 
military law.

commendations, but would prob- 
ably bring Mordechai before a disci- 
plinary court rather than a court • 
martial.

Sources close to Mordechai argue • 
that the pathologist's findings indi- ;

Mordechai used a 
pistol, the sources pointed out. noting 
that the security men had to get 
information fast about an explosive 
device and grenade planted on the 
bus.

Scholars turn light on Byron in Haifa

HAIFA. - “Byron would have been pleased that an 
international seminar on bis work is being held in a free 
Jewish State. He supported the Jews in their oppression 
and recognized their need for a homeland and identity," 
Prof. Peter Thorsley of the University of California , Los 
Angeles, said in an interview with The Jerusalem Post, 
yesterday. (Byron was bom in 1788 and died in 1824.) 

Thorsley, who teaches English Romantic Literature, is 
one of 50 scholars from Israel and abroad who are 
attending the 12th Seminar of the International Byron 
Society, which is to be concluded today at Haifa Uni- 
versity. 

In keeping with the venue, the seminar focused on the 
biblical, religious and historic aspects of the poet’s 
works, including his Hebrew Melodies. The society. 


whose honorary president; is the present Lord Byron, has 
several hundred members as far afield as Japan, who 
keep in touch through the By ton Journal it publishes. 

Byron's verse drama Cain, "his most notorious work,” 
was carefully discussed at the meeting. "It is widely 
understood to undermine faith in the bible, but some 
hold it to reinforce biblical belief," Thorsley said. The 
seminar participants did not reach a consensus on 
Byron’s religious attitude, but Thorsley thought the poet 
"intended to say that Cain has a duty to love his brother 
whether or not God demands it." 

Thorsley believes that Byron, who received a Calvinist 
education, considered himself a sort of Wandering Jew, 
"an outcast of his own dark mind, rebelling against and 
alienated from the Establishment.” In his work he made 
the derided figure of the Wandering Jew, a hero.

The^cqnipany- selling .the land was 
invariably registered in a West Bank 
town, usually Ramallah. Until last 
year. West Bank and Gaza land sales 
were not subject to taxes, and thus 
the speculators were able to make 
large, tax-free profits. 

In addition to forgeries and some- 
times extortion, settlement officials 
made' false claims regarding govern- 
ment development plans for die par- 
celled areas. 

Unis, a settlement called Kramim, 
allegedly promoted with forged 
Agriculture Ministry stationery 
signed by then deputy minister 
Michael Dekel, was never approved 
by the government.

Vehicle licence fees increase 


New fees for vehicle licences, re- 
newal and driving tests were 
announced by the Transport 
Ministry yesterday. The fee in- 
creases, which go into effect Septem- 
ber L are the second this year and 
were mandated by the Knesset Fi- 
nance Committee. 

Some of the new fees are: 

For motor vehicles with engines 
up to l,000cc., up to three years 
only, ISS7,250, four to eight years 
old IS78.690, and nine years or more 
JS69,900. 

Vehicles with engines 1001 and 


1750cc„ up to three years IS130.020, 
four to eight years IS 114,670, and 
nine years or more IS1 10,850. 

A ministry spokesman asked that 
drivers whose vehicle licences expire 
August 31 and have not received 
renewal forms go to their local 
Licensing Office to file the form. 
Renewals made from September 1 
will be Charged the new rates. 

First driving test will cost 
IS13,60Q, with subsequent tests, 
drivers’ licences and renewals for 
two years costing the same amount.

Tel Aviv works committees

TEL AVTV. - Work committees in 
the Tet Aviv area have refused to 
accept lists of 2,100 public sector 
workers slated for dismissal. Tel 
Aviv labour council secretary Teddy 
Kaufman said yesterday. 

Addressing a meeting of works 
committee representatives here, 
Kaufman said the labour council had 
instructed works committees to re- 
ject lists drawn up by management 
without worker participation. 

Negotiations between the two 
sides must be held according to the 
Civil Service Code, he added. 

The rejected lists included the 
names of 500 government em- 
ployees, 600 municipal employees 
and some 1,000 employees of gov- 
ernment institutions such as the Jew- 


ish Agency, government and muni- 
cipal companies, and agricultural 
councils. 

Out of understanding for the 
financial difficulties of the depart- 
ments involved, works committees 
will seriously examine alternatives to 
dismissals- voluntary resignations, a 
five-day work week, mobility be- 
tween departments and professional 
retraining, Kaufman said. 

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i 
told representatives of the Pension- 
ers Federation yesterday that he 
would consider their proposal that 
pensions be linked to the average 
wage, Hisradrut sources said. 

Meeting with Moda’i, the pen- 
sioners strongly opposed the Treas- 
ury’s proposal that pensions paid by 
the National Insurance Institute be 
Taxed. 


Party leadership under heavy fire 

NRP young guard convention 
postponed for one year .

TEL AVIV - The convention of the 
National Religious Party's young 
guard scheduled for yesterday has 
been postponed for a year due to 
squabbling among party leaders and 
their factions. 

Instead, a modest ideological rally 
was held at which the party lead- 
ership came under heavy fire for its 
incessant bickering. 

The convention was postponed 
after charges of foul play by the 
faction of party Secretary'- General 
Zevulun Hammer. It charges that 
Raphael Beu-Natan, strongman of 
the Lamifne faction headed by Reli- 
gious Affairs Minister Yosef Burg, 
submitted a list of young party mem- 
bers supposedly affiliated with his 


faction. Such lists are the basis for 
determining the number of delegates 
of the factions to the conventions. 

Ben-Natan submitted 1,000 
names in the first two days of the 
young guard membership poll. This 
aroused the suspicions of the Ham- 
mer faction. Despite the storm 
which ensued. Ben-Natan refused 
demands by Hammer's faction that 
the list not be used. 

Ben-Natan, however, maintains 
that he was efficient in collecting 
signatures for his faction and that he 
had, anyway, demanded that the 
convention be put off. In the end, 
Ben-Natan got his way because of 
the acrimonious atmosphere. The 
postponement for a full year was 
explained by the need to conduct a 
membership poll for the general par- 
ty convention and internal elections. 


Policemen punished for beating up Arab

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Anti-apartheid movements 
increase protests in West 


LONDON l Reuter V - An anti- 
apartheid march in Washington 
Monday headed by the widow of 
civil rights leader Martin Luther 
King could mark the resumption, 
after a summer pause, of increasing 
international public protest against 
South Africa. 

Anti-apartheid protesters have 
been active for over 20 years in 
Britain and Scandinavian countries, 
and their ranks swelled dramatically 
over the past year in the U.S. 

Monday's march by more than 
5,000 people to the State Depart- 
ment in Washington was headed by 
Mrs. King and by another civil rights 
leader. Jesse Jackson. 

• The South African issue is still far. 
however, from having the mobilizing 
capacity on American campuses, or 
in most West European capitals, that 
the Vietnam war once had. 

But university officials in the 
northeastern U.S.. particularly at 
elite 'Ivy League' universities, said 
last spring that the coming fall term 


might well be marked by scenes 
reminiscent of the turbulent late 
1960’s. 

The fastest growing anti-apartheid 
movement in the West seems to be 
that in the U.S. where the Free 
South Africa movement, launched’ 
last year, has staged almost daily 
protest outside the South African 
embassy in Washington. 

A poll conducted earlier this year 
showed that 76 per cent of Amer- 
icans disapproved of apartheid. 

Britain’s Anti-Apartheid Move- 
ment was founded in 1959 and cam- 
paigns actively both against South 
Africa and against the policy of Bri- 
tain's Conservative government 
which it finds too accommodating to 
Pretoria. 

Small groups of demonstrators 
picket the South African embassy in 
London's Trafalger Square virtually 
daily, and more than 20.000 people 
were mustered to protest last year 
against a visit here by South African 
leader P.W. Botha. 


Asians petition Thatcher 
for aid against racial attacks 


LONDON ( Reuter). - Asian immig- 
rants have appealed to British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher to set 
up police “anti-arson squads” to 
combat an epidemic of racialist 
attacks in London suburbs, com- 
munity leaders said yesterday. 

The' plea for increased police pro- 
tection from die Pakistan Welfare 
Society follows a spate of arson and 
other violent attacks in East Lon- 
don. which has a large immigrant 
population. 

Community leader Zafar Malik 
told Reuter the immigrants wrote to 
Thatcher requesting' night patrols 
after various attacks, including one 
in which a pregnant women and her 
three sons died in a fire started 
deliberately at their home on Julv 
13. 

Newspapers said local police had 
recorded 144 racially-motivated inci- 


dents in the Tower Hamlets area.,1 .6 
kilometres from central London, so 
far this year. 

The attacks have provoked some 
immigrants to retaliate. 

Yesterday, a judge sentenced four 
Asians convicted of throwing mis- 
siles at a pub used by whites to 
non-custodial community service, 
saying: “I take the view each of you 
over-reacted to longstanding and se- 
rious provocation.” 

Malik, who three years ago helped 
to organize vigilantes to tackle racist 
street gangs and help safeguard 
against arson attacks, accused the 
police of racial prejudice. 

“There is no will on the part of the 
police to investigate arson and racial 
attacks. Police and the government 
legalize such attacks by their reluct- 
ance to tackle the root cause,” he 
said. 


Union Carbide to help its gas victims 


INSTITUTE. West Virginia. - Un- 
ion Carbide Corporation has offered 
to pay the medical expenses of the 
135 people injured in a poison gas 
leak, but disputed a company memo 
that said the chemical is as danger- 
ous a« the gas that killed more than 
2.000 people in lnd: 2 .

21 killed in gas explosion at mine

officials reported yesterday. 

A spokesman at the mine said the 


explosion ripped through air under- 
ground working area Monday, des- 
troying ventilation shafts. Rescue 
teams working through the night 
continued battling yesterday to 
reopen the area of the explosion 
where an accumulation of gas and 
dust has built up. 


42 killed in Bombay 
building collapse 

BOMBAY ( Reuter). - More lhan90 
people were killed or injured when a 
Bombay residential block collapsed 
yesterday and rescue workers said 
they were trying lo reach another 25 
still trapped. ^ 

Police said rescuers were racing to 
find the trapped victims six hours 
after the three-storey building col- 
lapsed early yesterday when most 
residents were asleep. 

The initial toll was 42 people killed 
and 51* injured. 

The 80-year-old building was in 
the central Bombay suburb of Nag- 
pada. At least 45 people have been 
killed in building collapses since the 
rains started about two months ago. 


Libya expels some 
1,000 Malians in 10 days 

BAMAKO, Mali (Reuter). - An 
estimated 1,000 Malians have been 
expelled form Libya since August 3, 
police sources said yesterday. 

A plane carrying the latest group 
of about 250 landed in the Malian 
capital, Bamako, from Tripoli on 
Monday night, the source said. 

According to 'the sources, many of 
those expelled said they were forced 
to leave after refusing to assume 
Libyan nationality. 

Tunisia said on Sunday it had. 
protested to Libya about the expul- 
sion of more than 7,000 of its nation- 
als in the past few months on the 
orders of Libyan leader Muammar 
Gaddafi.

Guerrilla rockets attack 
army headquarters in Kabul 


ISLAMABAD (Reuter). - Guerril- 
la rocket attacks hit an army head- 
quarters and the defence ministry in 
Kabul as security forces mounted 
house-to-house searches in the 
Afghan capital. Western diplomats 
and guerrilla sources said yesterday. 

Diplomats said 21 soldiers of the 
Soviet-backed Afghan government 
were killed in a rocket barrage on 
military targets in Kabul on Thurs- 
day and the Defence Ministry on 
Friday. 

More troops and armoured' vehi- 
cles patrolled the streets and heli- 
copters resumed nightly sweeps after 
the attacks, which lasted several 
hours, they said. 

The .Afghan army's Eighth Divi- 


sion headquarters near Kargab, west 
of Kabul, came under fire last 
Wednesday and an ammunition 
store exploded when it was hit by a 
rocket, the diplomats said. Nothing 
was known about casualties. 

‘ Guerrilla sources reported a rock- 
et attack on Kabul Airport on Thurs- 
day, but gave no details. Ten Soviet 
and Afghan soldiers were killed and 
two transport planes damaged in a 
July 27 shelling there. 

Guerrilla sources said house-to- 
house searches throughout Kabul 
might be linked to local council elec- 
tions beginning on Sunday. The elec- 
tions are the first since the Soviets 
took over in 1978. 


Soviet envoy blasts Bulgaria’s 
economic showing, work ethics 


SOFIA (Reuter). - A Soviet ambas- 
sador has made unusually pointed 
comments about Moscow's loyal 
ally, Bulgaria, publicly criticizing its 
economic performance^ djmplyyig 
that Bulgarian workers are ideologi- 

In a magazine interview here, 
Leonid Grekov, Moscow’s ambassa- 
dor to Sofia, sniped at the quality of 
Bulgarian goods exported to the 
Soviet Union and Bulgaria's invest- 
ment and energy programmes. . 

Diplomats said the comments 
were highly unusual, given the nor- 
mally placid nature of relations be- 
tween Moscow and Sofia, and saw 
them as evidence that new Kremlin 
chief Mikhail Gorbachev was closely 


monitoring the economic perform- 
ance of Moscow's allies. 

Grekov, in his interview published 
last month, saved his roughest words 
for Bulgaria's workers- who he 'im- 
plied spent toq.mu/A.iime-uiqrltiBg; 
for themselves qq their o.wn country* 
plots. 

“They carry out various agricultu- 
ral jobs there, which is why they feel 
like a -rest when they return to the 
factory," Grekov said. 

Grekov's remarks were made in 
the context of an otherwise warm 
appraisal of Soviet-Bulgarian rela- 
tions. 

The Balkan country of 9 million 
people is seen as Moscow's closest 
Warsaw Part ally. The Soviet Union 
dominates Bulgaria's economy. 


Chinese jail American for hotel fire 


PEKING (Reuter). - An American 
businessman was found guilty 
yesterday of unintentionally causing 
a hotel fire in the northeast Chinese 
city of Harbin in which IQ people 
were killed, his representative said. 

U.S. lawyer Robert Goodwin said 
in a telex message from Harbin that 
Richard Ondrik, 34, had been sent- 
enced to 18 months in jail and 
ordered to pay 150,000 yuan 
(S53.500) in compensation. 

The official New China News 


Agency quoted the judgment as 
saying that on April 18 Ondrik had 
been drinking and carelessly drop- 
ped a lighted cigarette butt on the 
bed in his room, then fell asleep. 

He was awakened by smoke, left 
his room and, in opening the door, 
caused the fire :to spread to 21 
rooms, the judgment said. 

The telex .said Ondrik's sentence 
would begin from his formal arrest 
on June 26 and that he will deride 
whether to appeal within 10 days. 


Japanese minister quits as shipping line fails 


TOKYO (Reuter). - Prime Minister 
Yasuhiro Nakasone yesterday 
accepted the resignation of cabinet 
minister Toshio Komoto, who 
offered, to quit when the shipping 
firm he founded became the largest 
business failure in Japanese history. 

Komoto, who was responsible for 
handling problems linked to Japan's 
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huge trade surplus, offered to quit 
Monday to take responsibility for 
the financial problems of Sanko 
Steamship Co. Ltd., one of the 
world's biggest shipping lines. 

Sanko Steamship applied yester- 
day to a Kobe court for protection 
from its creditors, a move usually 
followed by the appointment of a 
receiver or by liquidation. 

Komoto, 74, founded the firm in 
the 1930s and buiit it into a major 
world force. It operates 244 ships, 
including 89 tankers, or around 4 per 
cent of the world’s shipping tonnage. 

Komoto resigned as company 
president about 1 1 years ago but still 
holds 3.3 per cent of the shares and 
took responsibility for the firm’s 
problems because friends succeeded 
him, his secretary said. 


361 Thailand 
Conunuiiists 
surrender 


BANGKOK (AP). - The Supreme 
Military Commander of Thailand, 
General Arthit Kamlang-Ek, 
accepted the surrender of 36 1' Com- 
munist .insurgents yesterday and de- 
clared that Communism has been 
crushed in southern Thailand. 

More than 12.000 people, includ- 
ing government officials and Buddh- 
ist monks, took part in the mass 
surrender ceremony in Yala Pro- 
vince. about 1,400 kilometres south 
of Bangkok, the official Radip .Thai- 
land said. The south was once heavi- 
ly infiltrated by Communist guerril- 
las. 

Those who surrendered included 
guerrillas of the Communist Party of 
Thailand and the Communist Party 
of Malaya, which operates along the 
Thai-Malaysian border, the broad- 
cast said. 

The pace powerful Communist 
Party of Thailand has been crippled 
by a combination of military action 
and a government amnesty program- 
me that has drawn thousands of 
guerrillas from the jungles. 

The withdrawal of once substan- 
tial aid by Peking to the Thai Com- 
munist Party also has led to what 
some Western diplomats here have 
called' Communism's first defeat 
since the Malayan Communists were 
crushed in the L950s. 


‘Jaw not war,’ 
Sudan premier 
tells southerners 

KHA RTOUM(AP). -- Prime Minis- 
ter el-Gazouly Dafaallah has ruled 
out a military solution to a rebellion 
in southern Sudan and urged rebel 
leaders still bent on fighting to 
negotiate, a state-owned newspaper 
said yesterday. 

“It is a political rather than a 
military question,” Dafaallah said of 
the rebellion launched by the Sudan 
Peoples' Liberation Army in early 
1983 under the leadership of Col. 
John Garang. 

The rebellion originally was 
spawned by grievances about lack of 
economic development in the south 
and a derision by ousted president 
Jaafar Numeiri to carve the region 
into three administrative units, 
which the southerners viewed as ero- 
sion of their autonomy. 

It was aggravated by Numeiri 's 
imposition in September 1983 of 
Sharia, or Moslem law. The popula- 
tion of . the south is predominantly 
Christian or animist, while the north 
is mostly Arab. 

“Our people have rejected the 
rifle in the north anb will reject the 
one coming from the south, esperial- 
as democracy has been restored 
r all Sudanese citizens to exer- 
cise,” Dafaallah said. The reference 
was to a military coup that overthrew 
Numeiri last April. 

Garang has spurned all offers by 
strongman Gen. Abdul-Rahman 
Swareddahab's new regime to stop 
fighting and negotiate. He has said 
he will not talk unless the military 
surrenders power to civilians im- 
mediately. Swareddahab, whose 
transitional military council holds 
power oveT Dafaaliah's mainly civi- 
lian government, has promised to do 
so next April. 


56 legislators file 
formalmotion to 
impeach Marcos 

MANILA (Reuter). - Disposition 
members of the Philippine National 
Assembly formally filed a resolution 
yesterday calling for the impeach- 
ment of President Ferdinand Mar- 
cos. 

The resolution and an accompany- 
ing “verified complaint,” in effect a 
bill of particulars, were handed to 
Speaker Nicanor Yniguez and 
Assembly Secretary-General Anto- 
nio de Guzman, who accepted the 
.documents. 

Homobono Adaza, a leader of the 
impeachment campaign, told repor- 
ters: “This is an historic moment.'’ 
But the ruling New Society Move- 
ment (KBL) Party immediately 
countered with a motion expressing 
confidence in Marcos. 

The opposition resolution, signed 
by 56 members, called for the im- 
peachment of Marcos on the 
grounds of graft and corruption, 
culpable violation of the constitution 
and high crimes. The “verified com- 
plaint” was signed by 52 members. 

The resolution has little chance of 
surviving in the KBL-dominated 
assembly.

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A VISIT TO Czechoslovakia is 
dearly a very different undertaking 
from tbfi wnoj sightseeing tour. For 
our group, which consisted mainly of 
former inmates of the Theresu*n- 
stadt (Terezm) ghetto and their 
families ^Tt was an experience on 
many different levels. 

It may not be generally known 
that holders of Israeli passports are 
rarely granted entry visas to 
Czechoslovakia; ours was the result 
of a great deal of perseverance by the 
Israeli Theresienstadt Martyrs Re-~ 
membrance Association, aided by 
the Israeli Association of Anti- 
Fascist Fighters and its- sister orga- 
nization in Prague. The Czech au- 
thorities finally issued the visa as a 
gesture of goodwill on the 40th 
anniversary of the victory over Naz- 
ism and the liberation of the concen- 
tration camps. ■ 

The first semi-official Israeli de- 
legation to visit the country for many 
years,- we were invited to participate 
in the Czechoslovak national memo- 
rial gathering in Terezm . 

When we left the country 36 years 
ago, we never thought of returning. 
And, indeed. Such a trip would seem 
to be full of tragic memories of the 
Holocaust, where almost all of our 
families had perished. But it wasn't; 
our memories were of a happy child- 
hood and of a truly democratic 
Czechoslovakia, where anti- 
Semitism was seldom encountered. 
Of course, we were young then, and 
had no idea of what was to come. 

Naturally, we didn't expect to find 
the land of out childhood. In fact . we 
didn't really know what to expect. 
We were aware, after all, of Israel's 
image in the local media. 

Our first pleasant surprise was at 
the border crossing from Austria. 
Formalities were quick, efficient and 
friendly. Only three suitcases were 
searched, and those very superficial- 
ly. The guide who had been assigned 
to us, Vera, was Jewish, and had 
been in the ghetto, too. It was one of 
many thoughtful touches we were to 
find, on onr trip. 

That evening in Brno, the first 
emotional meeting between group 
members and relatives living in 
Czechoslovakia took place. In many 
cases, they hadn't seen each other 
for decades. 

ON SUNDAY, MAY IP, we went to 
Terezin for the memorial gathering, 
an amma]^ ceremony held outside the 
“Small Fortress,” used by the Ger- 
mans as a political prison. Many of 
the inmates, from all over Europe, 
were tortured and killed there. 

.With the red-brick. fortress walls 
as a backdrop, many thousands lined 
the huge national martyrs' cemetery. 


A different 
undertaking 

Since the Prague Spring ended abruptly in the Soviet 
invasion of 1968, Czechoslovakia has not welcomed 
any contingent of Israelis- until now. Max and Chava 
livni report on a moving visit 


White-robed women with flowers 
and children in scout uniforms 
waited for their cue, and, to the 
music of Czech and Soviet military 
bands, laid their flowers on the 
graves. 

The various national delegations 
were greeted by name, and laid their 
wreaths. Ours was decorated with 
distinctive blue and white ribbons. 
Then followed speeches by the 
Czech vice premier and the Soviet 
ambassador (who specifically men- 
tioned the Jewish victims of the 
Nazis) and the Czechoslovak and 
Soviet national anthems. 

After a guided tour of the Small 
Fortress and its museum, we went 
into the town of Terezin, the former 
ghetto. Each of us immediately rec- 
ognized his own private landmarks - 
the house where he had lived, the 
barracks, the youth homes. Nothing 
had changed - except the population 
and the regime. It was a strange 
feeling. We asked a teenager what 
bad gone on in Terezin during World 
War IT, he had no idea. 

We visited the crematoria which 
the Germans bad built for more 
“efficient" processing of the dead. 
Some of the ashes were buried near- 
by; an alley of stones commemorat- 
ing the various nationalities was later 
erected. There is also a Hebrew- 
inscribed stone memorial built by 
the Prague Jewish community and a 
large stone men ora. 

Next came Prague, still one of 
Europe’s most beautiful cities, 
although many of the old buildings 
' are in a bad state of repair, and very 
few are undergoing renovation. 
There are some new, very goad 
tou rist hotels, a four-lane elevated 
highway cutting through the city 
from north to south and an excellent 
underground railway, modern, 
clean, quiet and cheap. 

__We walk«i through the Old City 
with its churches, statues and nar- 
row, cobbled streets. Guided by the 
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THE CALM, expressionless Eura- 
sian face peering through the steel- 
rimmed spectacles belies a ferocious 
character. Behind the stoic mask lies 
a revolutionary, a provocateur, a 
charmer, a terror, a calculating in- 
telligence waiting to pounce. 

Jacques Verges, the 60-year-old 
Paris lawyer defending Nazi war cri- 
minal Klaus Barbie, is an enigma. 

Resistance fighter, former mem- 
ber of the Communist Party, pub- 
lisher of revolutionary periodicals, 
defender of Algerian rebels, Palesti- 
nian and European terrorists. 
Verges’ career is studded 
with spectacular cases, a year’s sus- 
pension, foreign adventures, 
attention-grabbing headlines - and a 
mysterious eight-year disappearance 
about which he refuses to speak. 

There is a common point in all of 
his cases - a systematic attack on the 
state and the judicial system. And he 
admits a sympathy with people who 
are at odds with society and its 
morals. 

“My law is to be against laws...” 
he says in one of his several pub- 
lished works. “My moral is to be 
against morals." 

BUT why Barbie, who is awaiting 
trial in Lyon for crimes against 
humanity stemming from his World 
War n activities? 

Id Verges’ view, Barbie was insig- 
nificant. An SS captain who would 
have remained anonymous in history 
were it not for the fact that he was 
connected with the arrest and death 
of Jean Moulin, the greatest hero of 
the French Resistance. 

Verges believes that Moulin was 
betrayed by the Resistance itself 
during internal squabbling, and it is 
his intention to make the trial a trial 
of the resistance. - 

Verges, a twin, was bom March 5, 
1925 in Ubon, Stem, later Thailand, 
the son of a French diplomat and a 
Vietnamese . woman. 

“I was Eurasian, bom at a time 
when this characteristic was difficult 
to bear,” Jacques Verges says, refer- 
ring to the colonial period when 
racism was common. 

During World War II, at 17^ Jac- 
ques Verges joined the Free French 
forces In England, later serving in 
Algeria; Morocco, Italy, Erancte and 
Germany. Demobilized in Paris, he 
did his university studies in Oriental 
languages; history and law. In 1945, 
he joined thc.Conimunist Party. 

Dmmgjns student years. Verges 
headed the -liaison committee be- 
tween the different associations of 
colonial students. It was at thattime 
that he met Pol Pot, then bead of the 
Khmer students association, later to 
bead the bloody Communist regime 
in Gambodmdfirmgtlte, 1970s. 


FROM 1951 to 1954, Verges lived in 
Prague, as secretary of the Interna- 
tional Union of Students, where he 
met people like Olaf Palme, later 
prime minister of Sweden; Alexan- 
der Shelepin, eventually to become 
bead of the Soviet KGB and a mem- 
ber of the Politburo; and Giovanni 
Berlin guer, brother of the late Ita- 
lian Communist Party leader. , 

His first case after joining the 
' Paris bar in 1955 was that of Djamila 
Bonhired, a young Algerian woman 
accused of being part of a bombing 
network during the Algerian war for 
independence against the French. 
At the end of the war. Verges mar- 
ried her, converted to Islam and 
took the name Mansour. 

The Algerian National Liberation 
front asked Verges to take charge of 
a group of lawyers formed to defend 
rebels. He became a terror of the 
courts, attacking the judicial system^ 

In 1961, Verges was suspended for 
a year for his courtroom tactics and 
attacks on judges. He then went to 
Morocco, where he worked as a 
liaison officer between the rebel 
Algerian Army and other African 
independence movements. 

-After Algerian independence in 
1962, he returned to Algeria and 
became counsellor to the foreign 
minis ter, and later edited the week- 
ly Revolution Africoine, the official 
organ of the ruling National Libera- 
tion Front. 

But a year later be left Algiers 
“following political differences with 
(president) Ben Bella." 

Back in Paris, he founded a pro- 
Chinese monthly. Verges made 
numerous trips to China and met 
with Mao Tse-Tung several times. 

In 1965, he went back to Algiers 
and set up as a lawyer, using iris 
French passport. 

(In 1966 Verges attempted to en- 
ter Israel at Lydda Airport but was 
not permitted to leave the airport 
and was sent back on the same plane 
that had brought him from Zurich. 
Verges had been declared “undesir- 
able” after anti-Israel tirades abroad 
following a decision by then minister 
of justice Dov Joseph, that Verges 
would not be allowed to defend 
Mahmoud Baakar Hejazi, a Jorda- 
nian charged with infiltrating and 
attacking an Israeli patrol. 

Subsequently, he defended 
Palestinians in Greece and Switzer- 
land on charges of hijacking. 

In March 1970, he told friends he 
was travelling to Alicante, Spain. He 
was not Seen again until late 1978. 

Since then, he has continued to 
take on controversial cases - Arme- 
nian bombers, terrorists linked to 

. Catlos. Klaus Croissant, the lawyer 
for German terrorists. (Associated P”**! 


chairman of the Central Committee 
of Jewish Communities in Czechos- 
lovakia, we visited the Aimeu Syna- 
gogue, the old cemetery with the 
tomb of Rabbi Loew and the state 
Jewish museum, whose huge collec- 
tion of treasures is partly exhibited in 
other old synagogues. 

In the evening, we were invited to 
a festive dinner in the community's 
kosher restaurant, housed in the 
Jewish town hall with its famous 
Hebrew tower dock. We met a few

members of the small Jewish com- 
munity. including the vc^ng rabbi, 
who bad studied in Budapest and 
greeted us in perfect Hebrew. 
ANOTHER planned formal meet- 
ing turned out to be quite informal. 
It was with leading members of the

Prague League of Anti-Fascist 
Fighters, to whose efforts we owed 
our trip. In a very open and lively 
discussion, we found the opportun- 
ity to present Israel from our view- 
poim. and parted very cordially, 
expressing the wish that other such 


visits would follow. 

We then toured an agricultural 
collective near Prague, surprising 
the manager with our knowledge 
(there were a few kibbutzniks among 
us). And we laid a wreath at the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier at the 
national mausoleum in Prague- 
Zizkov. 

Leaving Prague , we visited Lidice . 
the village destroyed by the Ger- 
mans in 1943, in retribution for the 
assassination of Rheinhard Heydrich 
by Czech underground fighters. All 
the men were executed: the women 
were sent to camps and the children 
to German families for "re- 
education." After the war. most of 
the women returned, and managed 
to bring back all the children. 

The village itself was razed to the 
ground: only the foundations of the 
church and the mass grave of the 
men remain. Here. too. we laid a 
wreath. The new town of Lidice has 
been built on an adjacent hill. 

After several days spent touring 
the spas of Western Bohemia and 
visiting relatives and friends, the 
group met up again for its last day in 
Bratislava. 

The town has grown immensely, 
with large, unaesthetic prefabricated 


residential estates springing up on its 
outskirts. But Bratislava struck us as 
being more genial than Prague or 
other Czech towns, with more and 
belle; -appointed shops, cafes and 
restaurants. 

The Old Town is virtually un- 
changed. except that nsovt streets 
below the castle, including the 
ancient Jewish quarter, have made 
way for the approaches to an im- 
pressive new bridge over the 
Danube. 

Our general impression, after 
staving in the country and talking :o 
the people, including Jews, was one 
of contentment. To the outsider, the 
economic situation scents satisfac- 
tory enough, and we never saw peo- 
ple standing in line \ except for ice 
cream on a hot day ». True, the 
choice of merchandise offered hs the 
stores is limited, with fin sophist;, 
cured appliances on sale. 

On the other hand, there is a very 
rich cultural life, with many hook- 
shops (naturally somewhat res- 
tricted in choice), theatre and musi; 
Many people own small. m*'.:!y 
wooden, summer houses in the 
countryside, where the;, spend lone 
weekends and grow fruit and veget- 
ables.

TEL AVIV. - The Histadrut has 
decided to establish an advertising 
Agency to handle all its advertising 
and publicity needs as well as those 
of its Hevrat HaOvdim economic 
concerns. 

Tiie agent* will be headed by 
Culture and Education Department 
chairman Nahum Fossa and will be 
managed b> Amikam Shapiro. 

The Histadrut is negotiating with 
two Tel Aviv advertising agencies, 
Peled and Bing-Lineal, for profes- 
sional sei vice*.. 

Until now', the Histadrut has con- 
tracted uut its advertising to a host of 
private firms. The new agency is 
expected to be a considerable money 
saver. Another reason for the estab- 
lishment of (iie agency was the refus- 
al or Israel 't eievision to carry His- 
tadmt service messages to counter 
those of the government promoting 
its economic programme. 

Sources said that the establish- 
ment of the agency could be the first 
step towards setting up a com- 
munications company that would 
take over control of Davar newspap- 
er and other Histadrut publishing 
concerns. Such a move is under 
serious consideration in the Histad- 
rut.

Nearly 26 years ago to the day. 
American Israeli Paper Mills be- 
came the first Israeli company to 
have an American Stock Exchange 
listing. In recent years the number of 
Israeli companies that have success- 
fully raised capital in the American 
market has increased markedly. 

One of them is listed on the New 
York Stock Exchange. 12 others 
have their shares traded on the over- 
the-counter market, while six have 
made the American Stock Exchange 
their market place. 

These are Alliance Tire and Rub- 
ber, American Israeli Paper, Ampal 
American Israel Corporation, Etz 
Lavud. Laser Industries and Pales- 
tine Economic Corporation. 

The New York Stock Exchange is 
America's largest stock market, mid 
is followed by the NASDAQ 
National Market system. The Amer- 
ican Stock Exchange is considerably 
smaller, though its trading volume is 
substantial, states Dr. Marsha J. 
Kramer. Vice President Market and 
Research Planning for the American 
Stock Exchange, now on her first 
visit to Israel. 

In 1984 stock trading comfortably 
exceeded the one billion share mark, 
for the sixth consecutive year, Kram- 
er say's. More than 1.5 billion shares 
were traded .'Nearly one-third of ail

of the trading volume was repre- 
sented by block trades, which 
showed a high level of institutional 
activity. In the first four months of 
1985, 742 million shares were 
traded. 

Seeking to. underline its interna- 
tional orientation, the American 
Stock Exchange is aggressively 
courting foreign interests. Israel is 
seat as having a good potential in 
terms of prospective companies 
which will be tapping the American 
capital markets for funds, and there- 
fore will require a marker place for 
its shares. 

“Mr. Levitt, American Stock Ex- 
change’s president, is a great admir- 
er of Israel. He has encouraged me 
to make this trip to acquaint Israeli 
companies with the advantages of 
American Stock Exchange listing."

The most visible indicator of mar- 
ket quality is to be seen in the 
quotation spread, which is the differ- 
ence between a stocks* quoted bid 
and its quoted offer.

A more than 
one year study of 236 AMEX and 
OTC additional common stock 
offerings indicated that both groups 
of issues decline in the pre-offering 
period. The average price of the 
NASDAQ stocks fell 4.56% more 
than the average price of the AMEX- 
stocks. On a S10 million offering this 
differential represents $456,000 on 
foregone capital for NASDAQ 
issuer. Additional net proceeds af 
this magnitude could pay the aver- 
age company’s listing fee about 10 
times over, Kramer points out. 

Kramer earned both her master's 
and doctoral degrees in Economics 
fit Harvard University. She says her 
visit proved to her that there is a 
major interest on the part of many 
Israeli companies in raising funds in 
the United States and in finding a 
suitable market place for their secur- 
ities.

Drought, world recession, and in 
some countries civil and military 
strife all contributed to die crisis. 
But the root cause lay more in 
structural deficiencies in the African 
food system, including a failure to 
support rural development. 

In his foreword to the report, 
FAO director-genera! Edouard 
Saoumn said: “I am forced to a 
reluctant conclusion: the situation is 
likely to get worSv. before it can get 
better." 


Sardines shun Israel waters

HAIFA. - The sardines are con- 
founding Israel’s fishermen with a 
substantial appearance off Gaza but 
are shunning the coast farther north. 

While the men in Haifa. Acre, and 
Jaffa came up with empty nets dur- 
ing the April through June season, 
their Gaza colleagues caught some 
300 tons. The Jerusalem Post 
learned. 

The season has just been resumed . 
but “there is little hope” of making 
up the usual total of 800 to 1.000 
tons, according to Fishermen's Un- 
ion secretary Aryeh Tsur. 

An Agriculture Ministry expert 
said that though the phenomenon 
does seem “odd.' 1 he believed it was 
due partly to tire Israeli fishers put- 
ting in a smaller effort to discover the 
schools of sardines. 

“Their operating expenses are re- 
latively much higher and if they 
make no catch, they give up. The 
Gaza men on the other hand, try 
again and again until they succeed.” 
he said.

- Both Mizrahi and 
First International yesterday;

World Bank head in India: 
TDA is short of money’ 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). - World 
Bank president A.W. Clausen said 
yesterday that donor countries 
should agree soon on how much 
money they will contribute to the 
bank’s soft-loan arm, the Interna- 
tional Development Association 
(IDA). 

Clausen arrived here Monday for 
a five-day visit to discuss aid pros- 
pects for India, the largest recipient 
of Bank and IDA funds. 

During his talk with Indian fi- 
nance minister V.P. Singh. Clausen 
said the present climate for conces- 
sional aid to poor countries was 
unfavourable due to a shortage of 
IDA funds. 

An official Indian statement 
quoted Clausen as saying that prog- 
ress was expected soon on fresh 
funding of IDA for three years from 
1987. An agreement should be 
reached by next year, be said. 

Third world states in Asia and 
Africa were dismayed at a hefty cut 
made in January last year in funds 
for IDA’s interest-free loans to the 
world's 40 poor nations. 

Donor countries last year reduced 
contributions to IDA to $9 billion 
over the next three years, down from 
SI 2b. in 1981-83. 


Singh told Clausen the govern- 
ment was hoping the bank would 
increase loans for some major in- 
dustrial, crude oil, and gas projects 
due to start over the next five years. 

Clausen was scheduled today to 
attend a lunch given by Prime Minis- 
ter Rajiv Gandhi. 

He leaves later for the Hindu holy 
city of Varanasi, where Indian offi- 
cials are expected to brief him on an 
ambitious plan to clean up India’s 
holiest but most polluted river, the 
Ganges. 

Clausen said on Monday that the 
World Bank and its affiliates have 
provided India with S20 billion in aid 
since 1949. 

He said India has made impressive 
gains in 38 years of independence in 
food production, schooling, literacy, 
and life expectancy. 

But he cautioned that India would 
face “an enlarged debt service bur- 
den. limited scope for further import 
substitution in oil. constrained 
concessional-aid How and uncertain 
world demand for exports. ” 

The country will have to step up 
industrial and export growth white 
continuing its programme of agri- 
cultural development, he said.

New upward trend indicated 


The market bounced back yester- 
day. If Monday's trading was mixed 
with a definite trend towards profit- 
taking - following three days of 
sharply rising prices- trading yester- 
day showed all the signs of starting a 
new upward trend. 

The reasons: several financial con- 
sultants thought that it was the state- 
ment made by Finance Minister Yit- 
zhak Moda’i on Monday in support 
of the stock market. 

Such statements have more than a 
psychological effect, for many hard- 
nosed investors take them to indi- 
cate not "parental advice.” but a 
broad indication of the govern- 
ment’s thinking, i.e.. that it really 
intends to mount an export cam- 
paign. 

This would mean that many 
export-oriented companies would 
increase production, and exports - 
and. theoretically, profits - should 
rise. 

But Moda'i also advised that in- 
vestors should expect to make pro- 
fits and to take losses, and that the 
best way to reduce the losses - and, of 
course, increase profits - was to buy 
wisely. 

A look at some of the “solid” 
shares shows that they did quite well 
yesterday, whether they were 
export-oriented or not. The follow- 
ing “solid'’ shares rose: Hassneh, 
Elron, Dead Sea. I.D.B. Develop- 
ment, Discount Investment, etc. 

Yet, several facts run contrary to 
Moda’i's statement causing the mar- 
ket's turnabout. First, turnover in 
shares was down yesterday by about 
20% compared to the previous day's 
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trading. Secondly, most initial waves 
of profit-taking are generally fol- 
lowed by a reaction, (when the smart 
money gets out) and then the profit- 
taking resumes (it will take another 
day or two to see if this pattern 
develops). Thirdly, a lot of highly 
speculative shares, such as oil ex- 
ploration. had a good da\ yesterday. 

It must also be remembered that 
most financial consultants believe 
that there are no real “bargains” 
around on the market any longer and 
that most shares are selling within 
normal brackets. This of course, 
does not mean that the) will not rise 
in price much above their real value, 
but if they do so the old rule applies 
of “that which rises too much must 
fall."

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Cutting the knot 

THE GOVERNMENT on Sunday decided to shell out $2 
million to keep the foundering shipyards at Haifa afloat for a 
few more months, and enable them to pay their 750 workers 
their wages until September. Given the already difficult 
employment situation in Haifa, and the prospect - admittedly 
uncertain - that the shipyards may soon obtain new orders that 
will keep them above water for another year or two, the 
government may have chosen the lesser of two evils. 

However, neither the present injection of cash from the 
public kitty, nor even fresh orders that may give the shipyards 
another lease of life, can make any difference to the fact that 
this enterprise has no future and never had one. Established 25 
years ago for the purpose of repairing the ships of our merchant 
fleet and building new vessels, it quickly turned out that the 
expected repair work - no longer carried out in the home port, 
as was assumed - did not materialize and that the shipyards 
were not competitive in building ships. Nor were the shipyards 
merged with the naval shipyard, as was originally planned. 

For some ten lean years, Israel Shipyards lost money. They 
built a few ships at high cost and with delays in delivery, and in 
between kept themselves going by make-work undertakings 
such as building dry docks for export, work of dubious merit for 
the economy. The yards then had a decade of fat years when the 
navy decided, after the French arms embargo in 1967 and the 
famous Cherbourg affair, to build its missile boats and other 
naval vessels in Israel. 

Those fat years are over. Even if the Israeli navy were to 
expand forever and at a rate that could keep the shipyards at 
work, it is highly questionable whether the construction of 
ships' hulls in Israel should be continued. Naval vessels are 
sophisticated weapons platforms, and they become ( tnore and 
more sophisticated. Their least sophisticated part is the hull - 
which is all the shipyards have ever been doing and will ever do. 
and in which they have never been competitive. Basing the 
shipyards' continued existence on naval orders, none of which 
has yet been decided, will only recreate the problem on a bigger 
scale later. 

The government's decision to stave off the day when the 
shipyards will have to be dosed down might be the only 
politically and sodally feasible dedsion in the short run. The 
trouble is that there is no sign that the dedsion was taken within 
the framework of a longer-term programme of how to fade out 
an enterprise that was never viable. 

Such a programme is indispensable now and should not be 
postponed, even if the shipyards' hopes for new orders 
materialize. The shipbuilding industry has for years been in the 
doldrums in most countries and has been subsidized in some. It 
has, together with steel-making and aluminium production, 
increasingly shifted from the most advanced industrialized to 
the newly industrialized countries. Israel should, even in the 
1960s, have left that business to countries that produce steel 
and have low wages. It should certainly step out of it now. 

With or without new export orders that may keep the 
shipyards going for another year, neither they nor the present 
financial bailout should remain more than a temporary relief 
measure in a process of winding up an industry in which Israel is 
at a comparative disadvantage. That process should be pursued 
with a minimum of hardship to the shipyards' workers.

APPARENTLY enraged 
over the post-midnight 
feeding habits of a neigh- 
bour’s 21 felines, a man took his 
revenge by ravaging the cat-lover’s 
house with a pickaxe, police in the 
southern Dutch city of Tilburg re- 
port. 

The incident occurred when the 
cat-lover began his customary 2:30 
a.m. feeding, a practice he had main- 
tained for years, according to a 
police spokesman. 

The neighbour, disgusted by the 
multitudinous meows and the clatter 
of the cats* china, grabbed a pickaxe, 
smashed the front door of the feline- 
fancier's house, and smashed the 
windows and the furniture, the 
spokesman said. 

The spokesman said the damage 
was so extensive that the occupant 
had to vacate his house. 

The neighbour, who threatened 
the police with the pickaxe when 
they arrived at the scene, was taken 
into custody for suspicion of attemp- 
ted manslaughter, the spokesman 
said, adding that none of the cats was 
harmed.

A LEBANESE farmer 
who survived the Ottoman 

and French rules as well as 

three Lebanese civil wars and two 
world wars has died of old age at 135. 
his family reported recently. 

Family members said Mahmoud 
Hussein Mobayyed was born, 
according to his birth certificate, in 
1850 in the pon of Minyeh, near 
Tripoli. 

He was married four times and his 
family includes eight sons, six daugh- 
ters, and 136 grand- and great- 
grandchildren. 

He worked in the countryside 
most of his Ufe and he died shortly 
after returning from his farm in 
Northern Lebanon. 

His family said Mobayyed fought 
against French troops before Leba- 
non's independence in 1943. 

But Mobayyed was only the 
second-eldest man in Minyeh. The 
eldest, 145-year-old Hamadeh 
Sobhieh, is still alive and in good 
health, according to Tripoli's Public 
Health Department.

As speculation mounted overseas 
that South Africa's white minority 
government might soon announce 
major reforms, a Cabinet Minister 
was quoted as saying the basic tenets 
of segregation along racial lines were 
here to stay. 

State radio, also apparently trying 
to tone down reform expectations, 
referred to an “orgy of speculation" 
surrounding a speech to be delivered 
by President P. W. Botha to his 
ruling National Party in Durban 
tomorrow. 

Black Affairs Minister Genii Vil- 
joen. considered to be enlightened 
on race issues by government stan- 
dards. told a white audience near the 
capital Pretoria that any reform the 
government might have in mind 
would leave intact race segregation 
in residential areas, education and 
the all-important political system. 

The 73 per cent black majority is 


deprived of any say in state affairs 
which are managed by whites with a 
minor role for Indians and mixed- 
race coloureds. 

The latest police report said four 
of last night’s victims died in Duncan 
Village, a township of some 35,000 
black people near East London. 

Three other people died in the 
troubled eastern region of the Cape 
Province while four blacks were 
found dead at Inanda township near 
the port of Durban. 

The continuing violence and state 
of emergency have highlighted 
cracks within the ruling white minor- 
ity. 

Police using whips have brutally 
broken up protests by white students 
during the past week. 

Yesterday several hundred people 
gathered at Johannesburg's Wit- 
watersrand University to protest 
Monday’s police assault on peaceful 
protesters in which 40 students were 
injured, according to the principal.

plane. They were still strapped in 
their seats. 

All four were plucked off the 
mountain by helicopter and taken to 
hospital- where officials said they 
were expected to recover from their 
injuries. 

"We are so grateful they are alive 
out of hundreds of people." a weep- 
ing Hatsuko Yoshizaki, Mikiko'.s 74- 
year-old grandmother told television 
interviewers. But she still awaited

Kyodo 
said authorities were investigating, 
but considered the calls hoaxes.

DURN1G THE seven year rule of 
the Likud, (he party had a constant 
and assured majority in the Knesset, 
yet it never tried to pass a law against 
meetings between Israelis and PLO 
representatives. 

Now, with a Labour Prime Minis- 
ter and no clear parliamentary 
majority, the Likud is vociferously 
demanding that such a law be passed 
immediately - a law which would 
sever all contacts between Israelis 
and truly representative Palestinian 
leaders. 

The proposal tabled last week in 
the Knesset explained that such 
meetings have t ecentiy increased in 
frequency. This claim holds no wa- 
ter. 

Meetings between Israelis and 
PLO people began in the early 1970s 
and most of the late Issam Sartawi’s 
many meetings with Israelis took 
place during Menachem Begin's 
terms as prime minister. Some of the 
most dramatic meetings took place 
during the Lebanon war, when Uri 
Avneri and other Israeli journalists 
visited the besieged Yasser Arafat's 
“bunker" in Beirut. 

Nonetheless, the Likud took no 
steps to prevent these meetings. 
What, then, lies behind their present 
course of action? 

The Likud's hasty legal maneuver 
has two main goals. The first is to 
block the Jordanian-Palestinian 
peace initiative in the Middle East; 
the second is to comer the Labour 
Party and lay the groundwork for 
elections that could be held in the 
near future.

THE STRENGTHENING of PLO 
moderates, Washington's growing 
inclination to talk to Palestinians 
and, above all, the rapprochement 
between the PLO and Jordan's King 
Hussein have created the back- 
ground to the latest peace initiative. 

It is no secret that Shimon Peres 
and the Labour Party are committed 
to making every effort^ to come to 
terms with the Jordanians on the 
basis of territorial compromise, in 
accordance with their party platform 
and their own views. 

Though Labour rejects the PLO, 
meetings held over the past year 
between PLO representatives and 
some of the most active Labour 
members hint at a possible change. 
Likud hawks want to make sure the 
door remains closed on Labour con- 
tacts with the PLO. 

In Justice Minister Moshe Nis- 
sim’s presentation of the bill to the 
Knesset, he repeatedly stressed that 
Israeli contact with the PLO legiti- 
mizes it internationally. This claim is 
like accusing canal builders trying to 
contain an onrushing river of giving 
legitimacy to the surging current. 

The PLO no longer needs recogni- 


tion by Israel; its centrality to the 
Palestinian people is no longer, in 
question in the eyes of the interna- 
tional community. Nissim's inten- 
tion was, of course,- to prevent the 
'organization being legitimized in 
Israeli eyes - only Israelis are 
punished with this blindness. 

The Likud urgently, seeks to 
obliterate the possibility that the 
people of Israel will one day see that 
there is no escaping an hikoric re- 
conciliation with the Pal estinians. ' 

Peres' path to the negotiating 
table is already blocked by die unity 
government agreement King Hus- 
sein cannot open negotiations with- 
out a clear mandate from the PLO 
and the PLO will not talk to Israel 
without full recognition of the 
Palestinians’ right' to self- 
determination. So, why is the LUmd 
so worried? 

IT IS CLEAR to the.Ukud that the 
unity government w£0 end sooner or 
later, and that the death blow may 
well be precipitated by the peace 
process. Their transparent trick is to 
create an election campaign over the 
issue of legitimacy for the PLO. 


Portraying Shimon Peres as 
secretly willing to speak to the PLO 
would give the Ukud an advantage 
in Such a campaign. The deep dis- 
trust and understandable suspicion 
of the Israeli public of the PLO wiH 
provide an excellent background for 
.Likud to attack Labour's concilia- 
tory stand as compromising Israel's 
security. . 

If, on the one hand, Peres sup- 
ports the proposed law, he will 
thwart his own intentions of further- 
ing the peace process and wanning 
the peace with Egypt On the other 
hand, if Labour hesitates in giving its 
approval to the law, the Likud will 
show the Israeli public the “true 
face" of Shimon Peres. 

The fact that the Likud's rejec- 
tionist policies lead Israel directly to 
her next war and a rise in Palestinian 
terrorism, does not bother its leaders, 
since they were always ideologically 
willing to pay a heavy price in blood 
for the continued hold over the grea- 
ter land of Israel. 

Labour’s leaders understand the 
necessity of putting a speedy stop to 
the vicious circle of violence and find 
it difficult to justify the price. 


THE LIKUD’S stand is easily ex- 
plained; Labour’s position, though, 
easy to understand.- Labour's 
leaders have not yet realised that K> 
overcome the Likud, at. the polls, 
they must not bow down and Oiit 
with right-wing, chauvinist ideas, 
but must release people from the 
fear and frustration which bbndlheir 
political judgment. 

Shimon Peres* attempts to please 
incited and frightened public oan* 
ion may be effective in the slfort 
term, but in the long run there ca i be 
no doubt that this public will prrfer 
the Likud, Tehiya and perhaps even 
K ahan eas loyal defenders in the face 

of the satanic PLO. 

Hie Labour Party has no choice 
but to try to dispel these fears and 
present the PLO not only as a terror- 
ist organization, but as our main 
enemy with whom it will be unavoid- 
able to negotiate. 

Repeated meetings of Israelis in 
the Zionist camp with PLO repre- 
sentatives will proride an important 
contribution. It is hoped that, de- 
spite electoral difficulties, Labour 
will not fall into the trap made by the 
Ukud - a trap directed at Labour, 
not the Palestinians or the leftist 
opposition. 

Siding with Ukud rejecnomsm 
will strengthen the bonds which res- 
trict the political activity of the 
national unity government and close 
the possibility of progress in thtf 
peace process.

DR. JOSEF MENGELE is definite- 
ly dead. The only problem he may 
still pose is where bis reassembled 
skeleton is to be buried. 

There is one thought, however, 
that lingers on: millions of Jews 
wanted Mengele to be caught alive 
and brought to justice. Who dep- 
rived them of this satisfaction? 

Paraguay's President Stroessner? 
As it turned out, Mengele lived less 
than two years in Paraguay. The 
government of Brazil? Nobody bas 
even suggested it knew of Mengele's 
presence. The truth is. nobody pro- 
tected him, certainly not from 1961 
until his death in 1979. 

A news photo depicted one of the 
two or three houses Mengele bad 
lived in in Brazil. It was the size of a 
hut. There he slept, with a Mauser 
next to his bed as his only protection. 
To. catch him would have been a 
cinch. The problem was only to find 
him. 

Isser Harel, the ex-chief of Mos- 
sad who abducted Eichmann, told 
the New York Times between 1960 
and 1963 "his agents sought to pick 
up Dr. Mengele's trail.... Late in 
1962 they tracked him to Asuncion 
and Encamacion in Paraguay and to 
a heavily guarded and secluded farm 
25 miles from Sao Paulo." 

But the agents "never actually 
spotted" Mengele; it was second- 
hand information from “Nazis work- 
ing for us.. .small fish." In other 
words, it was hearsay. 

The “agents,” themselves, 
apparently didn’t try to verify how 
“heavily guarded" that farm was, 
but Harel concluded that to storm 
the place “you have to use arms,” 
something he excluded, obviously 
for diplomatic reasons.

In the late Seventies, Harel told 
Granada Films of England for its 
documenfary, ^The Hunt for die 
Angel of Death,” that since 
Mengele’s hideout - thought to be in 
Paraguay - was heavily guarded, be 
played for a while with the idea of 
“infiltrating an assassin” into 
Mengele's company. Then be res- 
igned (in March 1963) and every- 
thing came to a halt. 

We know now that for one and a 
half years before Harel's resigna- 
tion, Mengele lived on an easily 
accessible farm near Sao Paulo, 
alone and lonely, with thenforemen- 
tioned single Mauser. There may 
have been valid raisons d’etat, for 
not catching him in Brazil after .the 
scandal Eichmann ’s abduction pro- 
duced, but it was anything but a 
“mission impossible.” 

RABBI MARVIN Hier, dean of the 
Simon Wiesenthal Centre in Los 
Angeles, said “West Germany's 
effort was just public relations. Arid 
America and Israel just weren’t in- 
terested.” 

Unfortunately some of the 
“efforts” by a person closer to Hier 
were also “public relations.” Hier is 
right about the Germans. Were they 
inept? Or were they not too keen on 
catching Mengele? (Marathon trials 


of Nazis produced resentment in the 
German populace and the resulting 
slight sentences infuriated the survi- 
vors.) 

The alleged reason why the Ger- 
man police did not touch the 
Mengele family was a German law 
that exempts people from denounc- 
ing or bearing witness against a fami- 
ly member and allows the family to 
help one of its own in trouble with 
the law. But while this would grant; 
the family immunit y against punish- 
ment, did it also exempt it from 
police routines? 

Everybody suspected, or ex- 
pected, that the Mengele family sup- 
ported its black sheep financially. 
Why didn't it occur to anybody to 
raid the home of Mengele’s son, 
Rolf? 

Was it necessary to wait to search 
for the Brazilian addresses in the 
home of Hans Sedlmeyer, the for- 
mer chief executive of the family 
factory, until after he had made the- 
drunken boast of taking the Mengele 
secret with him to his grave.- 

Why didn't it occur to the German 
police to infiltrate a police spy into 
the secretariat of the Mengele firm 
to watch the comings and goings of 
his father and son and Sedlmeyer, all 
of whom visited Mengele in South 
America? .

CIRCUMCISION 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, - Israel Berkovitch's recent 
letter on “the practice of circumci- 
sion” reflects the writer’s abject 
ignorance of medical facts, as well as 
his distance from Jewish tradition. 

The unrircumcised foreskin sec- 
retes a carcinogenic substance called 
smegma. The Jewish practice of cir- 
cumcision has saved countless Jew- 
ish men from cancer of the penis, 
and countless Jewish women from 
cancer of the cervix. 

Furthermore, the specification 
that circumcision occur on the eighth 
day of life assures that the infant will 
be strong enough to undergo the 
procedure and that the circumcision 
be performed when the child's ner- 
vous system is so inadequately de- 
veloped that he feels less discomfort 
and psychological stress than an 
adult receiving a hypodermic injec- 
tion. Anesthesia would certainly 
pose a greater risk to the child. 

When the Tora was given to our 
fathers, it was given with more wis- 
dom and knowledge than even mod- 
em science can explain. The laws of 
kashrut and tenets of conduct pro- 
tect observant Jews from many dis- 
eases. Our practices have withstood 
the test of time and could only be 
abandoned at great risk to our per- 
sonal physical and mental health, 
and at greater risk to our national 
existence.

Tuvia Friedmann of Haifa was so 
certain that Mengele was living in - 
of all places - Florida, that he re- 
fused to accept the forensic verdict 
about the corpse in Brazil. (In frus- 
tration, he recently announced his 
retirement from Nazi-hunting.) 

Beate Klarsfeld was about to 
embark on a journey to Paraguay - 
her fourth in a few months - when 
the discovery in Brazil was 
announced. Her husband. Serge, 
fought the conclusion reached by the 
experts until the very last min ute. 

THEY WERE latecomers to the 
Mengele puzzle; Simon Wiesenthal 
was in it from the very beginning. 

The following quote, a disturbing 
composite of hearsay and gullibility, 
might have been considered a prime 
example .of disinformation had it 
come from someone else. This is 
how Wiesenthal pinpointed 
Mengele’s whereabouts in Paraguay 
in his book.'

“Mengele now lives as a virtual 
prisoner, in the restricted military 
zone between Puerto San Vicente on 
the Asnnrion-Sao Paulo highway 
and the border fortress of Carlos 
Antonio Lopez on the Parana River. 
There he occupies a small white shed 
in a jungle area cleared by German

settlers. Only two roads lead to the 
secluded bouse. Both are patrolled 
by Para gua yan soldiers and police, 
who have strict enters to stop all cars m* 
and shoot at trespassers. And just in 
case the police should slip up. there 
are four heavily armed private body- 
guards, with radios and . walkie- 
talkies. Mengele pays for them him- 
self.'' 

There are no safeguards in these 
lines. There is no “it is alleged,” no 
“as is believed," no "a source 
claims.” Every word is presented as 
apodictic. 

Now let's assume that the mythical 
group of Jewish “avengers’* which 
Wiesenthal mentions in his book, 
still existed. Who would have dared 
to tackle this unpenetrable wall of 
army, police and bodyguards? And 
who would have searched near Sao 
Paulo, where Mengele was at the 
time, if the authoritative voice of the 
dean of Nazi-hunters placed 
Mengele so convincingly in Para- 
guay, where he wasn't? 

I visited Mr. Wiesenthal last May- 
in Vienna. He told me that Mengele 
was seen last in 1984 in a Mennonite 
town in Paraguay. 

I remember a goodly number of 
Wiesenthal statements from 1979 
onwards in which he announced 
simil ar Mengele-sightings and pre- 
dicted he “was about to catch him." 
Mengele was dead and buried 
throughout those years. p 

Hier had the decency to “acknow- 
ledge some embarrassment over the 
outcome of the Mengele case." 
(New York Times, June 16) ' 

Embarrassment is certainly war- 
ranted. For 18 years, Auschwitz's 
monstrous “Angel of Death" could 
have been easily caught or brought 
to justice with die consent of Brazi- 
lian authorities. 

The desk-hunters bungled the job.
